Then the other eighteen or nineteen 
white-coated little ‘millers’ will  fol- 
low at somwhat regular intervals’ un- 
til Sonny is two. years old, when he 
should have his full temporary set. 

These are the temporary or decid- 
uous teeth—being known also as the 
‘milk teeth,’ from which you will be 
aware, of course, that they won't be 
retained right through adult age. They 
Yshould all remain in place, however, 
until abopt the seventh year, when, 
through the natural process of shed- 
ding, they commence to be lost. 

Then, as the time approaches for 
the eruption of the second set, un- 
less the first teeth are sufficiently sep- 
arated in front to allow one or two 
thicknesses ‘of blotting paper between 
them, the arches have not properly 
expanded, and the second set is cer- 
tain to. be crowded and irregular. In 
such a case, the family dentist should 
always be consulted.

REINDEER INDUSTRY 
4N ALASKA BRINGS 
.- LARGE RETURNS 


‘More than 350,000 reindeer, distrib- 
uted in 110 herds, are now- being kept 
in Alaska, according to the depart+ 
ment of agriculture, and the average 
gross increase is between thirty-three 
and forty-five per cent annually, says 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. With- 
in recént years, the raising of the ani- 
mals has become an important indus- 
try. They are known as ‘three-way’ 
producers, useful for food, clothing 
and for transportation, and in. some 
sections, are, supplanting the dog 
teams for hauling, The cost of pro- 
ducing averages only about $1 a year 
for each reindeer, while prices of $10 
or $12 are realized in the butcher mar- 
kets. Between 1918 and 1925, nearly 
2,000,000: pounds. of reindeer meat 
were exported from Alaska. The ‘gov- 
ernment is endeavoring to improve 
methocg of control and management 
of herds and the grazing facilities. It 
is said .that the country can afford 
pasturage for at least 3,000,000 ani- 
mals. ‘
